ANXIETY IN GREAT BRITAIN 


London Papers Hint That Japan Will Now 
Have to Answor to Great Britain 
for Firlog on and Sinking o 
Vessel Under lor Pro- 
teotlon. 


Lonpon, July 80.—All sonroes of in- 
formation agroe that war exists, in fact it 
not in name, between China and Japan, 
It is truco, however, that the British 
Government has not abandoned the ho 
of staying furthor hostilities, Hor Majosty’s 
Government is willing to go the greatest 
lengths to accomplish this object. arin 
tho far oast would be regarded with gonn- 
ino consternation by the British foreign 
office. It would moan the complete read- 
justmont of the whole of the oastero situa- 
tion, » readjustment which would suroel: 
resultin serlons disadvantage to British 
interests oven if war was actually escaped 
by this country. Hence there have beon 
the greatost anxloty and activity in diplo- 
matic circles hore for twenty-four hours 
that have been seen since England was on 
the vergo of war with France just a year 
ago. 

Tho Central News has this despatch 
from Shanghai: “The Chineso warship 
Tsoo-Khun, which was captured by ao 
Japanese warship off the coast of Round 
Island, was oquipped partly for fighting. 
Although completely outmatched by the 
Japanese cruisor, she offered some resist- 
ance and lost fully ‘a hundred men killed 
and woundod before sho yielded. She was 
analy disabled when the Japaneso board- 
a or, 

**The troopship Dow-Shung tried to 
away 4s soon as the Japanese warships 
gan their attack and made only a weak 
running fight. The Japanese gans swept 
her decks and carried off the Chinese 
soldiors by the score, Tho lateat estimate 
of the number who arrived here is 1,700.

“The announcement that the rest of the 
Chineso transports arrived safely at Corea 
and landed their men is confirmed. On 
the 27th the Japanese fusiladed heavily 
those who had landed on the 26th at 
Yachan.

known. 

“No news of the hostilities oan be ob- 
tained from Pekin, Messages are refased 
at the telograph offices. The outlying

“The work of preparing harbor defences 
here advances rapidly, Torpedoes are 
being laid in the north channel at the 
entrance of the Yang-T'se-Kiang. Great 
quantities of ammunition have been pur- 
chased by the government and are being 
collected at the ports for shipment. The 
exportation Of rice’ and grain has been 
prohibited, Tho trade is paralyzed. Tho 
constiug steamers and smaller craft are 
afraid to leave the harbors. While overy- 
thing looks like war the Chinese officials 
continue to maintain that 
been declared.” 

The Central News says that in official 
circles there is a strong feeling in favor of 
mediation on the part of the United States, 
although fow belivye that Japan and China 
would accoptarbitration unless under con- 
siderable pressure, 

Yoxouama, July 80.—The army and 
navy reserves huye been summoned into 
service.

the Japanese ships have been fired on 
from the shore, 

Suananar, July 31,—It 1a understood 
that China will not formally declare war 
until the vessels and aminunition which 
she has ordered abroud reach Chinese 
ports, The transports Mee Foo and Toonan, 
which the Chinese feared had been cap- 
tured, havo arrived wt Chee Foo, Six y 
torpedoes were sent up the Kian-Gyin 
channel of the Yang-‘l'se Kiang. ‘Tho 41 
survivors of the Kow Shing disaster who 
were picked up and lunded at Chee Foo by

When tho Japanese began the attack 
thoy say the Kow Shing bore away for 
safety. The Japaueso warship drove her 
into the a bay so shallow that the Chinese 
captain hove to rather than run the risk of 
runuing aground. Soveral Japanese offi- 
cers then came aboard to say that they 
had orders to sink the ship and to offer to 
take off the Chinese officers and orow. ‘The 
captain, who was un Englishman, de 
oliued the offer. The Japanese repeated 
it, but the captain persisted in his refusal. 
Tho Jopaneso then left the ship, which 
went down a few moments after being 
atruck with o torpedo, 

The survivors, who are almost excluaivo- 
ly coolies, confirm the report that not an 
officer was saved, 

Lonvon, July 81.—Tho absence of offi- 
cial news from Groat Britain's ropresenta- 
tives in Pokin and Tokio hay caused much 
compluint in the Honse of Commons, Tho 
foreign office therefore telographed ordera 
to the British consula and ministors in 
China and Japan that they must sond

From Bad Vaccine, 

The death of three children at Montreal, 
presumably from vaccine poisoning, and the 
existence of fifteen cases of severe ailment 
said to beattributable to the same cause, 
las given rise tomuch discussion in medical 
circles and has reopened 
whether vaccination may not be as danger-

ot the Montreal cases, that of the daughter 
of Captain St. Pierre, itis asserted that 
thedisease from which she died was implant 
ed inher syatem by vaccination nine years 
ago, the operation being followed by tuber-

A London correspondent writes :—Al-

RAISING A BRIDGE. 


Lifted Five Feet Without Interrupting 
Ratlroad Trafic, 


Whe raising of « bridge in Switzerland 
upon the line of the Jnternational Railway, — 
from Paris to Vienna, has attracted con- 
siderable attention from the methods pur- 
sued, ‘The occasion for tho change, says 
Locomotive Engineering, was that the river 
crossed—the Rhine—had lost in the sec- 
tional area of the passage between the piers, — 
about 25 per ceut, in thirteen years, owing NS 
to the deposition of gravel and sediment, 
while the high water level had risen to such 
‘an extent as to pile floating debris six feet 


deep on tho bridge floor in times of flood, 
Phe alterations included some reinforce- 
ments, besides the raising of the whole 
structure about five feet, The bridge was 
continnous over acentrespier, and had two 
main vertical posts there and four vertical 
end posts, ‘To each of these posts on ine 
clined strut was attached in ® transverse 
vertical plane, presenting ® surface for the 
top of a hydraulio jack to act upon. Right 
special 100-top jacks wore used, with an 
eight-inch stroke and a working pressure of 
400 atmospheres, the pisven boing nearly 0, 
7 in diameter, The fluid used wana mixture 
Of water, alcohol, and glycerine, Sixteen 
mon operated the jacks, their movements 
being synchronized by & code of signals, dew 
signed to seoure uniformity of action. he 
bridge was raived & foot or two by short 
lifts, followed by thoroughly blocking, and 
then building under ono course of cat-stone 
masonry. The total load was 516 tong, 
and the maximum load on a single jack w 
oighty-woven tons. The bridge wos raised 
in four stages during intervals between 
trains, The longest interval between trains 
was about two hours, Tho weight of train 
wan rigidly restricted during the time the 
bridge was undergoing repairs, and their 
apood waa limited to threo milet an hour 
in crossing the bridge. In addition, 
special block system wis organized upon 
that section of the line upon which the 
bridge 19 located, 0 that operations could 
be suspended, anit the track restored five 
minutos before tho arrival of « train at the

SCARCITY OF FARM LABORERS. 


A Chance for the Unemployed in the Cittes 
and Towns, 

A a time when people's minds are oconpi 
ed with public questions matters regarded- 
as of minor importance are allowed to drop 
out of sight although they may have no in- 
considerable bearing on our social or nation- 
al condition. One of these is the general 
complaint of the scarcity of farm laborers in 
the interior counties of the country, and is 
worthy of thoughtfal attention at this time, 
when cities and towns are greatly distressed 
by the number of the unemployed. There 
is no doubt a large proportion of these could 
find employment on farms it they were so 
disposed, Certainly the prevailing wages 
is low when compared with the regular 
wages of artisans and skilled laborers, being 


on many farms from fiity to seventy-five 
cents aday ; but that is not so bad in the 
country as it sounds in the town, and is 
certainly much better than dependent idle- 
ness. It must not,however, be overlooked, 
in defense of the idle tradesman that a very 
large proportion of the men would be of no 
use on & farm even if they went there, and 
could not earn cven the prescribed half- 
dollar if they tried. The boys from the 
farms, or a majority of them, at least, have 
gone to the towns orto the factories and 
work-shops,and if they have learned a trade 
it is generally one that unfita them 
for bucolic employment. Farmers, who

General Wolfe's Sword. 

Mr. Honry J. Morgan, of’ Ottawa, has 
been informed by Messrs, Southey, Wilkin- 
and Hodge, 13 Wellington street, 
Strand, London, England, that the sword 
carried by General Wolfe at the taking of 
Quebec is to be sold avauction, One of the 
owners of this interesting weapon was a 
citizen of Ottawa, the late Mr. Stewart 
Derbishere, for many yoars Queen's printer, 
and who had previously reprosented Bytown 
in the Legialative Asserbly of Canada. Mr. 
Derbishere gave it to Major Dunn, of the 
100th Regiment, on his departure from 
Canada in 1858, Major Dunn was at Bal- 
aklava, aod won the Victoria Cross for 
bravery. From him it passed to Mr, Thur- 
low Dowling, of the War Office, whose son 
now offers, for private reasons, to dispose 
of it. During the London Exhibition of 
1862, we are informed by an article in Good 
Words, the sword was displayed in the 
Canadian department, ** whore it was ex- 
amined by thousands with that tender re- 
spect which everything connected with the 
oung hero who fell on the Plains of Abra- 
Kae ought ever to excite.” It was sur- 
mounted by a scroll, with an Imperial 
crown, having the inscription, ‘* Sword of 
General Wolfe, who fell at Quebeo, 13th

Time is no friend 
to the flayor or body of chuice creamery, 
and the long contiaement must tell even 
Worse upon the store-packed article, 
Butter for the British matkots inust be 
carefully made—of a firm and even texture, 
and with « rich flayor suggestive of our 
splendid pastures, It must then be hand- 
led by men who understand the business, 
Tt should pass from maker to user as soon 
48 possible. While it must have cold 
storage all the way from the making room 
te the counter, it should not be trusted too 
tong and too implicitly to cold storage Our 
only hope, so far as the British markets are 
concerned, lies in 

RAPID TRANSIT 

with the best cold storage during the 
summer time, Our pastures can flavor our 
butter most deliciously, and quick carriage 
in cold chambers can largely retain that 
dainty flavor. We cannot expect to suc- 
cessfully compete with che Australasian 
colonies in the winter ; their grass-fed cows 
are in too good condition then, 

t isa saying among our dairymen that 
‘*Cheeno is king.” The industry is certain- 
ly the pride of Ontario, in this Province 
alone cheose to the value of $9,000,000 is 
annually manufactured. Up to the end 
of the tirat week of July nearly $3,000,000 
of British money has been circulating in 
Canada in return for our cheese made in 
1894. And they asked for more. But in 
the matter of our butter—made from the 
same pasturo-fed cows—there are no re- 
quests for further shipments. As already 
intimated, we can send choice butter ta 
England in first-class condition, and that 
usually means a good price. But we can- 
not do so by keeping it in cold storage for 
big shipments or an expected risa in price, 
Various methods of handling butter mean

POST OFFICE FACILITIES. 


London and New York Post OMces Com- 
pared, With the Advantage Greatly in 
Favor of London. 


There are in London eight ‘District Post 
Offices,” each in charge of a Postmaster. 
Within the delivery district of each of these 


which is 795—making a total of 803 offices, 
atallof which stamps may be purchased, 
and letters and parcels posted, and at near- 
ly all ot which money orders are issued and 
paid, letters may be registered, and life in- 
surance, annuity,and savings bank business 
may be transacted, saya the North Ameri- 
can Review. At all the large sub-oftices 
there is also telegraphic service, The 
population of London in 1891 was 4,231,431 
—so that there is in that city a Post Office 
to every 5,268 inhabitants. The number of 
officers and subordinates regularly employ- 
ed in the London local postal service is 
10,896, of whom 5,886 are letter carriers, 
addition to a large auxiliary” force, avail- 
able for extra duty whenever required. The 
amount paid the latter 14 equivalent to that 
necessary for the constant employment of 
1,000 additional men—so that the actual 
force is very nearly 11,000. 

In New York there are 1 General Post 
Office, 18 branch Post Office Stations, and2t 
sub-stations, at all of which, in addition to 
ordinary postal business, money orders may 
be procured and paid and letters registered, 
The resident population of New York, as 
shown by the last municipal ‘census, is 
1,801,789—and on that basis there is allow- 
ed one Post Office to each 41,900 of its 
people, But during the business hours of 
each secular dey the populasion is incroased 
by the influx o! 
adult male residents of Brooklyn, Jorsoy 
City, and numerous other cities, towns and 
villages, lovated within a radius of fifty 
miles, all of whom receive and poat their 
business correspondence at New ‘ork ; od, 
considering this fact, it is entirely safe to 
estimate that the proportion of Post Offices 
to population in New York is as 1 to 50,000 
The number of officers aud employes of all 
graden in 2,873. ae

years. Age, some approximation to matur- 
ity of character and experience, are needod, 
as well as information and a few months’ 
professional training (or cramming, as it too 
frequently is), to make efficient teachers. 
Life can only come from the touch of life, 
character can only be formed by character. 
So long as the greator numbor of our schools 
continue to ba controlled by teachers with 
little experience and less maturity of thought 
avd habit, no matter how amiable, respect- 
able, and bright they may be, so long will 
these achools fail to do well the work the 
performance of which alone justifies their 
support by general taxation—preparation 
for citizenship and for the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of life. To my mind, the 
educational problem of the day, in com- 
parison with which all other educational 
problems are relatively 1osignificant, is how 
to retain in the public schools our expor- 
ienced and efficient teachors. The constant 
exodus from the profession of experienced 
teachers just when becoming really useful 
is alarming. That so little ix said about it 
is merely an additional example of our 
habit of mistaking large for small, impor- 
tant for unimportant, essential for non- 
To expect the young people who 
fill the places of such teachers to teach, to 
educate, is worse thun folly. Our Province 
has enough educational machinery, enough, 
too many educational officials. So far as 
these matters are concerned, our legislators 
can safely, fora time at least, take a rest, 
Let statesmanship be proved by devising 
means by which teachers whose efficiency 
has been proved can be induced to continue 
at their work and persuaded to enhance 
their usefulness by observation, reading, and 
thought.”

Tho schools of the Province 
urnish work for less than 8,000 teachers all 
told. If, therefore, one fourth of those now 
evgaged should drop out every year there 
would still be enough new blood to fill every 
vacane ted, But fourth of the 
teach ario do not retire at the end 
of every twelve months. The average 
teaching life is a good deal over four yours, 

What, thon, are we to conclude? Simply 
this, that the profession of teaching, like 
the professions of law and medicine, is be 
coming overcrowded as the result of the in- 
sane policy of building up the High school 
and Collegiate Tostitute at the exponse of 
the Public school, Tho latter is now main 
tained mainly as a moans of proparing pupils 
for the higher branches with the ultimate 
object of on the professions.

Even official announcements are open to | 


suspicion, especially those from Chinese 
sources, the most important and ominous 
news yet received is that regarding the 
Emperor’s rebuke of Li Hung Chang. 
Great doubt of the truth of this report is 
expressed in London, but its source makes 
it entitled to more credence than anything 
yet received from China The correspon- 
dent of the Central News in Tien-Tsin, 
who has sent three despatches on the sub- 
ject, is not only one of the most influential 
foreigners in China, but also the close per- 
soral friend of the great Viceroy whose 
diagrace he describes. If the deprivation 
of the highest honor, the order of the Yel- 
low Jacket, meant that the veteran states- 
man was deposed from power, it would 
bode ill for China in the coming war and 
for all foreigners in her borders. But all

says it implies merely arcbuke intended to 
stimulate the Prime Minister to greater 
efforts against the enemy. He suffered a 
similar indignity twenty years ago, but 
speedily regained his lost influence and 
still greater power. The principal fear is, 
perhaps, that the young Emperor, who is 
now ouly 23 years old, has suddenly taken 
the reins of government in his own hands, 
overthrowing the influence of the dowager 
Empress, who has been the real head of 
affairs for many years. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Shanghai says: ‘‘It is reported that there 
has been another engagement off the 


Corean coast in which three Chinese war- | 


ships were captured by the Japanese. The 
report has not been confirmed. 

San Francisco, Aug. 6.—There are in- 
ternal symptoms in the south of China— 
writes a Shanghai correspondent under 
date of June 29—which are regarded as in- 
finitely more menacing the Empire than 
war with Japan would be. Placards of 


the most seditious and savage sort are cir- | 


culated by secret societies in Kwantung 
and Kwangse, The authorities are very 
much frightened, though they endeavor to 
conceal the truth, 

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—A despatch to the 
Central News from Tien Tsin saya Li 
Hung Chang continues to direct the war 
preparations of the Chinese, To-day he 
received the newly-arrived troops, The 
absence of his yellow jacket was the aub- 
ject of much remark. ‘*‘Li Hung Chang 
has sent a message to the Japanese minis- 
ter expressing regret for the treatmont to 
which the minister was subjected in Taku 
and promising that the offending Chinese 
soldiers will be panied: The soldiers 
abused and derided the minister and threw 
mud and stones at him. 
has beon established between Taku and 
Tien Tsin, The commander at Taku has 
prepared to block the Pei Ho on short 
notice. The laying of torpedoes continues, 
All competent men in the training schools 
have been drawn for service in the various 
warships.” 

‘Letters from Hankow, where there are 
only eighty Europeans, say that great 
anxiety prevails among the foreigners lest 
anarchy break out among the natives in 
the event of a disaster to the Chinese 
forces. Allof the male Europeans have 
enrolled as volunteers, Unoasiness is felt 
also in Chin-Kiang, Huhu, Chang and 
other places, 

Tn the House of Commons Sir Edward 
Grey, Parliamentary secretary to the 
foreign office, in reply to a question from 
Edward T. Gourley, representing Sundor- 
land and a prominent ship owner of that 
place, said that Japan had promised that 
no warlike operations should be under- 
taken against Shanghai and ite approaches, 
on the condition that China {s not to ob- 
struct the approaches to Shanghai, 

Japan, Sir Edward added, contends that 
the powers haye no right to interfore with 
nentral vessels oxcept in the event of an 
effective blockade, due notice of which 
should be given, or in the case of contra- 
banda of war. 

Tien Tsin, China, Aug, 7.—M. Jules 
Dutreuil de Rhins, the eminent Frenoh ex- 
plorer, has been murdered at Thibet and 
his body thrown into the river, The 
French envoy to China has addressed a 
protest tothe Governmont demanding the 
recovery and return of tho unfortunate 
man's body and papers. Tho envoy also

From Suffering.

Added to the Already Lane Chain of 
Bvidence—Why Suffer When the Means 
of Cure are at Hand ? 

From the Leamington Post. 

Mra. Mary Olmatead, o highly respected 
and well known lady residing south of the 
village of Wheatley, eight iniles from Leam- 
ington, has been the subject of an experi-

Proceeding to the handsome farm rs 
dence, we were ushered into a room where 
sat the genial old lady. Upon enquiry she 
informed us that she was in her eightieth 
year, and for one of her years she is the 
picture of health. She expressed her readi- 
ness to make public the particulars of her 
suffering and cure, stating that while she 
did not care to figure prominently io the 
newspapers, yet if her teatimony would 
relieve others suffering as she had done,she 
would forego any scruples in the matter. 
She then related the story of ner case as 
follows: ‘‘ About ix years ago I was 
stricken with eciatica rheumatism, which 
first made its appearatce in my left 
knee, but petally took poss-asion of all 
my limbs, Within three monthy alter its 
firat appearance I was unable to leave my 
bed, and day and night sulfered the most 
excruciating pain, y limbs were swollen 
to more than twice their ural size, and 
drawn out of all natural shape. My feet 
were also badly swollen, and my right arm 
was in the shape of a semi-circle. For three 
long years | suffered in this manner, being 
unable to put a foot to the floor, the only 


surface of an organ, or attacks a mem- 
brane the growth is usually harder aud 
nodular, 

Those tubercles or portions of tubercle 
near the surface of a diseased urea contain 
the largest number of active bacilli and 
these are thus in a favorable position to 
invade the surrounding healthy tissue, or 
to be carried by the circulation to other 
parts of the body and begin there the for- 
mation of further tuberculous magses. 


MODES OF ATTACK, 


The bacillus of tuberculosis may enter 
the body and bring on thia disease of the 
animal by being taken with the air into 
the lungs, by being swallowed with food 
and thus introduced into the digestive 
syste, or in rare cases by the accidental 
application of disease germs to cuts, 
wounds or other excoriated surfaces, 

Once introduced into the system the dis- 
ease may become general or may only devel- 
op locally, by attacking a single organ. 
Tn some instances its action is very rapid 
producing what is known as ‘galloping 
consumption.” In cattle the lungs, the 
ylanda in the thorax, the pleura and the 
sirius membrance which covers the walls 
of the thorax and abdomen, are the parts 
most usually affected by the disease, The 
glands in the chest, behind the lungs, are 
very commonly diseased and often much 
enlarged, 

The tubercle bacillus is contained in very 
large numbers in the matter expectorated 
by individuals suffering from this disease, 
also by cows who are said to discharge this 
material through the nasal organs, and 
these bacilli remain actively virulent for a 
very long time. Experiments have been 
tried by drying such expectorated matter 
for many months, and also by alternately 
wetting ani drying the material ; the bacilli 
have also been exposed for a considerable 
time to cold, as low as 18 dogrees of frost, 
and to temperatures as high as 108°F, with- 
out affecting their vitality. When animals 
have been inoculated with material so 
treated, the bacilli have shown unimpaired 
vigor, aud have rapidly brought about 
diseased conditions. It is evident then that 
such discharges when allowed to dry, or in 
the stalls or sheds of animals suffering from 
the disease, become a source of danger to 
all about them, both men and animals

| aa againet 129 last year, Out 
districta covered by the replics, 
winter wheat was grown in 78 of them,and 
spring wheat in 43 of them, The genoral 
runofthe replies estimate the yield of 
winter wheat trom 20 to 25 bushels per 
acre, but in several instanves snperabun- 
dant yields are reported. Several points 
in th nty of Grey report a yield of 30 
bushels per acre. Several points in the 
county of Simcoo a thirty bushel per acre 
yield, and at one point 35 bushels per 
acre is expected, Around Hespeler, ip 
Waterloo county, the yield is put down to 
25 to 30 bushels per acre. Haldimand is 
stated to have an acreage 5 per cent. greater 
than that of last year, a yield of 30 bushels 
peracro, In the district around Tavistock 
there will also be a large yield, estimated 
at 28 bushela per acre. The crop in Gren- 
ville iv reported much better than that of 
last year, The acreage is about the samo 
and the yield of winter wheat is estimated 
at25 bushels, as against 10 bushels last 
year, and of spring at 20 bushels, as against 
8 lust your.

St. John Harbor. 


The Ownor of the Vessel Goes Down With 
It-Four Men Resoued by the Jud- 
gee’ Tug Aftor Swimming in 
tho Water for Half 
an Hour, 


Sr. Jouns, N. B., Aug. 22.—This city 
is in mourning over a shocking yachting 
accident which happened off the harbor 
yostorday doring the progress of tho seo- 
ond race in the series tor the corporation 
cup, and by which eight persons lost their 
lives, 

The five bonts entered went out of the 
hirbor with a good stiff breeze, followed 
by the tug Lillie, with the judges and 
other officinls, The boats hud a good run 
to the buoys, but while in the ran home 
just off Mahogany Island the boats becamo 
becalm. The Primrose stood into shore with 
ail sails sot, whilo the Maple Leaf and 
others were some distance off. The tug 
Lillie came to anchor. Soon the people 
on the judges’ boat could observe a storm 
approaching and wero surprised to see 
tnat the yachts were not preparing to meet 
it by taking in sume of their sails. This 
was especially the case with the Primrose, 
which was not considered a very safe boat 
in a storm. 

In a few minutes a stiff breeze sprung 
up and rain commenced to fall, The 
yachta started, Then a heavy hail storm 
set in, The Primrose remained for a 
time. Samuel Button, its owner, gave 
orders to take in suil, but before this order 
could be obeyed the yacht went on her 
beam ends and the next moment plunged 
bow first, filled with water and sank. 
Button was last seen at the helm and the 
last words the survivors heard him utter 
were “Boys, look out for yourselves.” He 
could not swim very well and it is believed 
he went down with his boat, although one 
of the rescued men thinks he saw Hutton 
in the water trying to swim. 

After the storm had abated somewhat it 
was noticed from the tug Lillie that one of 
the yachts was not seen aud it wasjeurmis- 
ed an accident had befallen it. Lhe tug 
immediately steamed around and- after 
going about a quarter of a mile four men 
were found swimming about in the water 
close together. They were hailed and 
thrown life buoys, They cried out ‘‘Never 
mind us; look out after the others,” 

But the tug people soon realized that it 
was no use looking after the others They 
had all aaecasrised to the high sea that 
was running and had gone to the bottom. 

hen the tug returned and picked up the 

out men, they having been in the water 
fully half an hour.

Qurnec, Que.. Aug. 21.—A rensational 
story is recounted here from Dr, Spurr, a 
membor of the Royal College of Suryeons, 
England. Dr. Spurr accompanies a cer- 
tain Mr. Annandale who appeared to have $ 
been the victim of a clever trick, if the 
story is true, 

In December last a man named Arnott, 
of New Castle, England, an employe of 
a bank in that city, made off with a con 
siderable sumof money. His destination 
whs Baltimore, Ind., which he reached 
from New York, but on arriving at Balti- 
more Arnott fell from a carriage and 
broke his arm, The ambulance curried 
him to one ofthe hospitals of that city. 
His bed neighbor was Annandale, Arnott 


sufficiently better, changing his clothes 
for that of Annandale, ‘he latter was 
then suffering from a lung disease which 
wes thought incurable. Under his false 
name Arnott was able to travel about in 
disguise yet his description conld not be 


Scotland Yard but that the man’s real 
name was Annandale, ‘The falso An- 
nandale succeedeil, however, in dodging 
the authorities. 

One night in a railway accident Arnott 
was killed. ‘Ihe coroner of the place pro- 
ceeded in the usual manner about the in- 
quest, and he, not knowing what had hap- 
pened in England as to Arnott’s crime, sent 
a cablegram to Arnott’s wife announcing 
his death. After having examined his 
papers which were all in Annandale’s 
name, the New York police atill continued 
to bunt for Arnott under the name of An- 
nandale, But Annandale having recovered 
his health went out of the hospital and 
was immediately arrested, the detectives 
believing him to be Arnott, In February 
Annandale was extradited to England, 
Mrs. Arnott upon seeing the prisoner de- 
olared that the man was not her husband. 


The prisoner went from Liverpool 
to London and from the latter 
place to Newcastle where no 
one could identify him, the 


widow haying meanwhile declared that 
she had learned the death of her husband 
in Baltimore, The coroner of Baltimore 
testified to having held an inquest upon 
the body of a man corresponding with the 
description of a man named Arnott, 
Papers were found on the corpse showing 
that deceased was presumably named 
Arnott, and that he imagined the man was 
arobber. Annandale was then given his 
liberty and sought help from the Ameri- 
can consul in London, While sick and 
almost dying in London Dr. Spurr, who 
attended Annandale, proposed to him to 
bring him to Canada, his native place, 
aud thence to the United States, Annan- 
dale declares he is going to sue the English 
authorities for an amount of $50,000. 


Death Caused by Dynamite Explosion, 

BrRockVILLE, Ont., Aug. 21.—Yesterday 
forenoon an Italian workman e:nployed 
by Garson, Purcer & Co. on the Bartholo- 
mow street sewer, met with a quick and 
horrible death from the explosion of a 
charge of dynamite. He was working in 
the trench at the end of the sewer which 
is about ten fect deep at that point, when 
the blast exploded, and though other 
workmen were near at hand, some ou the 
bank above, no one seems to have been 
injured except the victim. He was bend- 
ing slightly over at the time aud received 
the greater part of the charge above the 
shoulders, One half his head was cut off 
as olean as if done with on axe and 
death must have been instautaneond, The 
noise caused by the explosion at once at- 
tracted a crowd and the poor victim was 
lified from the trench and his body

As a general thing, salads are not appro- 
ciated by the farmer's wife, although she 
hase variety of material that can be usod 
for this purpose, ox milk, cream, butter 
and eggs. Whena receipt calla for olive 
oil, melted butter can be substituted with 
satisfactory results, Several salad dress. 
ings can be made of home material, and one 
is sour cream dressing. 

Sour Cream Dressing.—One cupful of 
sour cream, one tablespoonful of sugar, one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, one teaspoon. 
ful of salt and three tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar. First mix the salt, sugar, and a very 
little cayenne pepper together, add the 
lemon juice and vinegar, perfectly 
smooth, put in thecream, stir well, and set 
in a cool place, 

Nasturtium Salad,—Shred sturtiam 
flowers and a head of lettuce, mix with 
hard boiled eggs piepped fine, putin a lay- 
er of dressing, thena layer of the mixture, 
and cover with the dressing. 

Lima Bean Salad,—Boil a pint of lima 
beans till tender, drain, put them in a bowl 
with a large boiled potato, cut in pieces, 
chop a stalk of celery and sprinkle on the 
top, pour over the dressins, and set in a 
cool place till served. 

Cucumber Salad.—Out off the pointed 
end of the cucumbers and pare, slice thin, 
sprinkle with salt and let stand ten min- 
utes, drain, and then pour over the dress- 
ing. 2 

Tomato Salad,—Remove the skins, slice 
and drain, chop some celery fine and mix 
with the slices of tomatoes, aud pour over 
the cream dressing. 

Potato Salad,—One pint of cold boiled 
potatoes, cut into amall pieces ; two table- 
spoonfuls of grated onions, four tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped beets, Mix with the dreas- 
ing.

Lord Aberdeen’s Estates. 
Before the British Royal Commission on 
Agriculture, presided over by Mr. Shaw 
Lefevre, Mr, George Muirhead, factor for 
Lord Aberdeen’s estates in Aberdeenshire, 
in the course of his evidence, said that the 
acreage of Lord Aberdeon’s estate was 
53,000 acres, the rental being about £40,000 
& year. Since 1872 Lord Aberdeen had 
Spent over £200,000 in improvements on the 
estate, In 1880 £21,000 was returned to 
the tenants owing to the disastrous scason 
of 1879 ; in 1886, £5,068 was returned; and 
in 1892, £2,039, In 1486 4 revaluation was 
offered to every tenany, and to those w! 
accepted it it brought a reduction of ab ut 
22 per cont, but nothing like all the tenants 
asked fora revision. The new rents under 
the ravision were to stand for five years, In 
1890 these renta wereraised 11 per cont.

After simmering slowly for ten 
minutes, thicken, if necessary, with flour 
moistened in water, and serve for a break- 
fast dish with boiled potatoes, 

Mock Duck,—Take three pounds of 
round steak; prepare a dressing of bread 
crumbs seasoned with sage, savory, salt 
and pepper, and an onion chopped fine. 
Moisten with warm water in which one ta- 
blespoonful of butter has been melted. 
Doubie the steak together and fasten the 
edges securely, either with skewers or by 
sewing it together with a darning-noedlo 
and twine. Leaving a small opening in 
one end and insert the dressing, then 
secure the opening.

They are somewhat heavier in 
tonnage and lighter in guns than their 
English sister ships ; but their speed, with 
engines, indicating 5,700 horse power at 
forced draught, is given at only fifteen and 
abalf knots per hour, and experts have 
Pronounced their fittings inferior to the 
ships from the Messrs. Armstrong's yard, 
Like the English built cruisers, they are 
built with bulkheads.

EFFICIENCY OF THE CHINESE FLEET, 


When Captain "Lang, of the Bri 
Royal Navy, was permitted to leave their 
service four years ago, it was generally con- 
sidered that the Chinese naval authorities 
had committed a fatal mistake. The organ- 
ization of the nascent fleet had made aston- 
ishing progress under that devoted officer, 
and it was his own spielen that another 
twoorthree years of unremitting labor 


to the point of being able to hold its own 
on the high seas. lc 
intrigued out of the service by his own sub- 
ordinates, who proved themselves for that 
occasion stronger than the strongest Min- 
iater of the Empire, it was predicted that 
the Chinese fleet would soon lose ita train~ 
ing and dogenerate into a disorderly mass 
of corruption, These apprehensions have 
not as yet been realized. The Chinese 
fleet has not only kept the sea, but to out- 
ward appearances has made considerable 

rogress since 1890. Without a single 
European officer, except a German engineer 


In addition to the serious natural 
burdens which attsch themselves to this 
public service the state steps in and taxes 
him ina variety of ways from which the

Not a newspaper is suffered to bo 
printed there and the use of the ** public” 
ibrary has to be paid for at the rate of $3 
a head per year. Whatever one eats,drinks 
or uses for any purpose has to be paid for 
to the company, which is landlord, supply 
master and employer allin one, Every- 
body exists in,through and by the company, 
and any one who would undertake to live 
in any other way would find himself out of 
existence, so to apoak. The company per- 
yades overything, and everything lives, 
moves and bas ita boing only within it, It 
ia the worst case of paternalism in the 
history of the world, 


Forty families in Junction City, Kansas 
have their cooking done cn the co-operative 
plan, and find it more satisfactory than the 
old custom, and less expensive, 


But although tho ships are good, and the 
men are beyond doubt splendid material, 
docile and muscular, it is not easy to pre- 
dict with certainty how the Chinese fleot 
would comport itself in face of the enemy. 
It is hard for the Weatern mind not to be- 
lieve that its fighting value muat he griev- 
ously impaired by the abuses whioh prevail. 
The officcra aro addicted to gambling. not 
merely among themaelyes, but with their 
inferiors ; the grosseat nepotisn is prac: 
tised ; syatematic pecilation goes on, and 
the contract system, with ita division of the 
spoils, the starving of the neods of the ser: 
vice inorder to put money into the pockets 
of the officers, is winked at by those in 
authority. To the: foreign onlooker it 
sooms impossible that either loyalty to the 
government or a proper apirit de corps can 
co-exist with these gross abuses, and it is 
on such premises that the expoctation of i: 
collapse inthe Chinese navy 18 founded. 
Some ollowance is doubtless to be made for 
Oriental peculiarities of tomper and admin: 
istration, It ia hard to spoak positively in 
the absence of a practical Cost, All that 
can be said with certainty ia that, in the 
best informed opinion, the crews, ifhandled 
by Kuropeans or Americans, could and 
would fight to good purpose, but that 
whether they will exhibit a good figure 
under native leadership is a question invol- 
ved in considerable doubt.

THE CHEESE INDUSTRY. 


Its Great Growth in Canada and Its Pab- 
Uc Recognition. 
There is no more significant indication 
of the extent of «the trenition from 
wheat-growing to mixed furming, which 
has 80 groatly contributed to the prosperity 
of Ontario farmers than is Mforded by the 
phenomenal development of the cheese in- 
dustry. It is barely a goneration since the 
first co-operative cheese factories were 
started in this province. The great’ de- 
velopment in cheese-mannfacture is almost 
entirely due to the factory system. In 


tario were worked near Norwich by Har- 
vey Farrington and Andrew Smith, The 
Farrington factory was the more extensive 
and provided a market for the milk of from 
180 to 140cows. Harvey Farrington was 
subsequently concerned in the establish- 
ment of other factories in the province and 
is fairly entitled to be regarded as the 
pioneer of the system. In 1861 the 
quantity of cheese made in the province 
was 8,000,000 pounds. After the estab- 
lishment of co-operative factories each de- 
cade showed a wonderfal increase in the 
production, In 1871 it was 16,000,000 
ands, in 1881 50,000,000, and in 1891, 
2,000,000, a record of phenomenal and at 
the same time steady growth never ap- 
proached by any other Canadian industry. 
‘This great change in the duirying industry 
had unquestionably been greatly stimulat- 
ed by the foundation of the Dairy Associ- 
ation in 1867, since divided into the East- 
ern and Western Dairymen’s Associ- 
ations. 
With the marked improvement from year 
to yeurin the quality of Canadian cheese 
has sprung up an increasing demund for 
this important article of consumption in 
Great Britain. The abundance of the sup- 
ply has {n turn stimulated the demand and 
as cheese has been exported in increasing 
yolume to England the consumption has 
been greatly augmented. In 1866 the 
population of Great Britain consumed 
three pounds of eheese per head yearly. In 
1891 the consumption had risen to six 
pounds per head. The exportation of 
Canadian cheese is almost entirely to the 
United Kingdom and it is noteworthy that 
as the Canadiau export has increased the 
shipments from the United States have fal- 
len off. The Americans in 1882 shipped 
121,904,755 pounds to Great Britain—in 
1891 this had fallen to 71,104,253 pounds. 
The total Canadian export of cheese hus 
increased from 974,735 pounds, valued at 
$128,404 in 1866, to 118,270,052 pounds of 
the value of $11,652,412 in 1802, Of the 
total shipmeut 117,703,193 pounds went to 
tho United Kingdom. According to the 
British returns for 1892, more cheese was 
imported into England from Canada than 
from any other country. ‘The Dominion 
supplied 46 per cent. of the total British 
import of cheese—the United States, the 
next largest exporter, supplying 86 per 
cont, : 
‘The attention of the world haying been 
directed to the superior qualities of Cana- 
dian choeso by the result of the great com- 
petition at the Chicago World's Fair, the 
British demand for our dairy products is 
likely. to be still further augmented and 
new markets will probably. be opened for 
our output. Cheese now ranks as ono of 
the leading staple productions of Canada. 
In recognition of this fact the management 
of the Toronto Industrial Exhibition have 
this year doubled the Pipes! given for 
cheeso at former fairs, and largely inoreas- 
ed the amount of space devoted to the 
cheese display, The area sot apart for 
choose exhibits last year proved altogether 
inadequate so the entire Dairy Bui ding, 
will this soason be deyoted to cheose and 
the display will be open during tho whole 
of the Fair instead of only one week as 
formerly, Prizes aro offered for June 
cheoso, both white and colored, equal in 
number and amount to those given for 
August cheeso. ‘Tho entries far exceed in 
number those of any previous years, and 
among the competitors are a number from 
the Maritime Provinces,

|_ Sir Thomas Galt was born in London, 
Eng., 12th of August, 1815, and {a there- 
fore 79 years old, He was the son of Mr, 
John Galt, a name well known in litera- 
‘ture, and his brother was the late Sir 
Aloxander Dilloch Galt, High Commis- 
sioner from Canadato the court of St. 
| James. Sir Thomas emigrated to Canada 
at tho age of 18, and after six years spont 
in the employ of the Canada Company he 
entered the office of the Mate Chief Justice 
Draper, and was called to the bar of Up- 
per Canada in 1840 and entered immedi- 
ately upon the practice of his profession, 
From tho very outset he gave evidence of 
‘eat ability, “In 1858 he was created a

Brockville Recorder, and from the pro- 

ceeds of his earnings manuged to procure 

an education more extended than the scant 
means of his parents could afford. In 

1859 he entered the office of the Hon. A. 

N. Richards, Isto Lieut..Governor of Bri- 

tish Columbia, and began the study of 

| law. In 1865 he passed a creditable ex- 
amination and was called to the bar and 

! commenced to practise in Brockville, where 

he soon seoured a good business connection. 

He had always taken a deop intereat in 
; politics and in the first general election 
under Confederation, in 1867, he presented 
himeelf as a candidate on the Liberal side, 
sustaining a defeat by o small majority. 
Four years later he offered himself to the 
| electors of South Grenville, but was again 
| unsuccessful, being defeated by the late 

Mr. Olark. In the same year, on tho 
death of Mr, Clark, Mr. Fraser again con- 
tested the codstituency, and this time was 
returned. His election was protested, and 
tried before Sir Oliver Mowat, then on the 
| qench, and resulted in his being tnseated, 
| He was re-elected, and entered the House 

the same year as Sir Oliver, who had re- 
signed his judgeship to enter politica, Mr. 

Fraser's ability was soon recognized, and 

_in less than a year ho was given the port- 

| folio of Provincial Secretary and Registrar, 

and in 1874 he was appointed Commission- 
er of Public Works, which position he held 
until the close of the last session. 

} Until 1876 Mr. Fraser continued to re-

It Will be Prodaced Without Any of the 
Usual Electrical Lamps. 

The fascinating experiments of Tesla, by 
which light is produced without any of the 
usual electrical lamps, bid fair to become 
familiar before long, and eyen to supplant 
all present systems of lighting. So sayy 
Tesla himself; so says D, McFarlan Moore, 
and so say other electricians, reserving 
only the question of time likely to elapse 
before the introduction of the new methods, 
They agree that cost is all that stands in 
the way now, and some of them believe 
that the removal of this difficulty is near 
at hand, Tesla says: ‘‘I[t may be some 
years. Perhaps a genius may hit upon the 
true method to-morrow.” This ‘* true 
method” does not refer to the production 
of the light but to the mothod of making 
it cheap, by saving tho enormous waste 
which ies between the stored force of coal 
and the force exhibited in an arc or incan- 
descent lamp. This waste ia nine-tentha 
or more of the energy poasoased by the coal, 
As for the coming light, itis said to be a 
succession of sparks discharged at short 
intervals in a vacuum, Tho result is a 
glow, more or less brilliant, according to 
the rapidity with which the sparks aro 
discharged. It is laid down almoat as an 
axiom, that this phosphorescent or glow 
lighting is the coming illuminant, and that 
millions await the man who first reduces 
it toa marketable commodity, When 
such a system of lighting is in use, light, 
we are told, will be not merely a means of 
aeoing at night, butthe great source of 
beauty in streeta and homes. Light will 
not fall in glaring beams from fixed points; 
4 ceiling or rows of enpitals of pillars, will 
stroam with mellow radiance; there will be 
no more black shadows, but an jllumination 
like that of tho earth just after the sun 
sots, before the twilight comes ou, Tho 
mechanism of illumination will disappear 
and only the triumphant result romain,
